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OnE has indeed little poetry in his soul who does 
not yield himself quite unreservedly to the thrill of 
the Easter message and the service of worship in 
which it is enshrined. A warring and disillusioned 
world recaptures, if only for a few brief moments, the 
singing note of joy and triumph that rings through 
the Gospel story of the Great Feast. Followers of 
Jesus, maintaining their faith in Him and His resur- 
rection against the pressures of a distraught age, feel 
a quickening of spiritual pulse and a warmth of soul 
as they live again in the sunlit days of the first Easter. 
They are increasingly sure of a type of life that par- 
takes of the timelessness of God and are reinforced 
in their hope of being united some day with loved 
ones gone before. Our belief in a persistence of per- 
sonal identity after death is geared to our faith in 
the God of whom Jesus is the invisible Portrait. The 
radiance of the precious experience of Easter Day 
is like an exhilarating moment on some mountain 
peak where visibility is greater, the atmosphere tonic, 
and one feels lifted above the mundane. 


In the rhapsody of such an experience, one must 
not lose his sense of the pragmatic. He cannot live 
po i on mountain tops. The practical necessities 
of every-day life draw us back into the valleys to our 
habitual tasks. We must face contemporary chal- 
lenges with the utmost realism. Sunday’s worship 
becomes Monday’s warfare. In the tragedy and 
despair of the world of our day, there is little to sug- 
gest the note of conquest over sin and death and the 
assurance of victory so vivid to the early followers 
of Jesus and the sons of the Church through the ages. 
Only those share this triumph who carry the vision 
of Easter into the days that follow, who cultivate

that sense of awareness which ushers them into the 
presence and companionship of the Pilgrim Christ. 


During the Great Forty Days following the Pas- 
chal Feast, the companions of Jesus were increas- 
ingly prepared for the advent of the Holy Spirit into 
their lives. From the moment of that supreme en- 
dowment their characters were stabilized, steadied, 
and reenforced by a power not of this world. The 
supreme gift of God’s Spirit can hardly be bestowed 
upon those who desert His altars and neglect the 
simple technique of prayer, Bible reading, and ser- 
vice, which alone keep alive our sense of other-world- 
liness. 


If Easter is only an emotional spasm or an escape 
from life’s boredom and disillusionment into a mo- 
ment of wishful thinking and estheticism, it were 
almost better if no altars had been decked with pure 
and fragrant Easter lilies, no tapers lighted, no carols 
sung to the glory of Him who was dead and is alive 
for evermore. A callous forms on the soul if, when 
moved to our inmost being by a vital religious ex- 
perience, we remain morally unchanged and relig- 
iously as indifferent as before. To a real Christian, 
every day can be Easter; every Sunday can witness a 
personal resurrection. Life has a new meaning, a new 
quality, and a new goal. Unselfishness is re-born, a 
spirit of abiding gratitude fills the heart and ex- 
presses itself in an outpouring of love and devotion to 
Him who “made captivity captive” and “brought life 
and immortality to light.”

These comments were made by three 
persons after hearing an address on 
the Presiding Bishop’s “Forward in 
Service” program. They are indicative 
of the fr esh interest that may be 
aroused by this ambitious, challenging 
enterprise in which every man, every 
woman and every young person in the 
church may have a part. 


Long Look Best 


It is a ten-year program. Pause for 
a minute to answer these questions: 
What would you like to see the Church 
doing within the next ten years? In 
your parish? In your diocese? In the 
nation? In the world? Much that we 
are doing now seems so inadequate 
(for example, our efforts for religious 
education). What definite improve- 
ment should be made within the next 
ten years? 

It is a nation-wide program. “We 
shall have to make sacrifices,” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt told the nation recently, 
“for the ultimate victory of a way of 
life now so evidently menaced” and 
for the time when “our country must 


continue to play its great post in the 
period of world = ” Of 
his call to this “Forward in Service” 
program, Bishop Tucker said: “This 
present effort of ours will not be easy. 
Prayer and devotion and sacrifice are 
necessary. Possibly even defeat in 
some cases. But in the end we know 
we will have done our part toward the 
redemption of a world that is sick and 
bleeding.” 


God Gives—Will We? 


It recalls all of us to the heart of 
our Christian religion. ‘God so loved 


_ the world that He gave,” says the 


fourth gospel. Individuals and small 
groups of persons in each of our 


parishes and missions are asked to con-. 


sider “in this hour of need” how they 
can “give greater help in accomplish- 
ing, through the Church, God’s pur- 
pose for the world.” 

It appeals to every Churchman and 
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SERVICE: 


woman to renew his (or her) alle- 
giance to Jesus Christ. At every con- 
firmation service the Bishop asks all 
that are to be confirmed, “Do ye 
poy to follow Jesus Christ as your 

rd and Saviour?” Everyone an- 
swers, “I do.” But how easy it is to 
forget, and to find excuses for our- 
selves. The “Forward in Service” pro- 


- gram comes along and says: “Here is a

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Our College Chaplain Speaks 


In October, 1940, the American 
Institute of Public Opinion polled 
American Youth on a series of sig- 
nificant questions carefuly framed 
to bring out the attitude of the 
young people toward life and to- 
ward our democratic institutions. 
It is an accurate cross section of 
twenty-one million Americans be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-four. The results reveal, in 
general, that American Youth is 
tough fibered, loyal and hopeful. 
The young people believe this is a 
good country, worth working and 
fighting for. They have faith in the 
future—they are not radical; in 
fact, they are rather conservative in 
their views. This surprised many 
people, especially the older genera- 
tion, for speakers, commentators, 
and editors have been telling us that 
our young people are flabby, paci- 
ficists, cowards, discouraged, weak- 
kneed. The widely read Miss Doro- 
thy Thompson, Walter Lippman, 
and the President of the United 
States, have delivered themselves of 
stinging rebukes to Youth for its 
supposed attitude. As far as the find- 
ings of the American Institute of 
Public Opinion are concerned, 
Youth, in all walks of life, is look- 
ing toward the future with steady 
eye, ready to meet life on its own 
terms, cheerful and unafraid. 


Loud Speakers 


On the other hand, there is a 
small, but increasingly vocal group 
which does influence Youth’s opin- 
ion. Between this group and their 
immediate elders, there is a sharp 
difference on the subject of contem- 
porary international affairs. In a 
great many American universities, 
there have been incidents arising 
out of the fact that professors have 
advocated moral and active support of 
England’s struggle against totalitarian 
powers. Students have frankly criti- 
cised them for so doing. The public 
clash between the President of Har- 
vard and the Harvard undergradu- 
ates editorial opinion is representative 
throughout the country. A great many 
of their elders and professors have 
taken their stand on idealistic grounds, 
pointing out the danger to civilization 
if England collapses — students have 
maintained that such idealistic talk is 
mere sentimentalism. They resent the 
very notion of moral backing, oppose 


active financial aid, and suspect mo- 
tives. They say that-our civilization is 
not worth fighting for, certainly riot 
worth dying for, that economic in- 
security will inevitably follow partici- 
pation in war, and that “there is no 
real difference between the Nazi sys- 
tem and the Democratic system.” 
Many suggest the impossibility of 
passing moral judgment, asking how 
can we really know that one is better 
than another. They are cynical about 
Democracy because they are urged to 
accept practices which they believe 
alien to the Spirit of Democracy. 


“Show Me” 


These young people are horribly 
afraid of being duped or “taken in.” 
They have been taught and have docu- 
mentary evidence to prove that their 
fathers were encouraged to enter the 
first World War by means of propa- 
ganda consisting of atrocity stories and 
appeals to unselfish service. They have 
been led to believe that atrocities were 
fictitious, false, lies, and that the al- 
leged idealism was a cloak for selfish 
purposes. They are determined that 
they are not going to be duped, fooled, 
or tricked now. So they discount re- 
ports of mistreatment of refugees in 
Germany and German occupied lands. 
The more monstrous the crime, the 
more certain they are it is “just propa- 
ganda.” They have the same attitude 
toward the appeal to high motives. The 
fact that some have in the past ap- 
pealed to these motives fraudulently 
makes them suspect every such ap- 
peal. This attitude is ill timed and very 
dangerous for it is playing into the 
hands of aggressor nations. 


Off With the Old 


If Youth now manifests impatience 
with some ideas of adults, is it not be- 
cause of the deluge of contradictions 
and perplexities of our day? The plain 
fact is that our young people. have 
little respect for a generation which 
has “messed up” industrialism: as it 
has, which produced the ghastly butch- 
ery of two World Wars as its highest 
achievement internationally, which has 
produced no outstanding leaders in any 
humanistic field, and which bids buoy- 
ant Youth to emulate and (even more 
difficult) to admire what they have ac- 
complished. Beholding the blunders of 
the past, the inefficiency and chaotic 
condition of the present, the nebulous 
ideas and vague goals for the future, 


Youth refuses to be overawed by the 


reputed wisdom of Age. The sad state - 


of affairs which young people did not 
make, yet must clean up if they can, 
convinces them that something in our 
civilization is rotten. The best of them 
are determined to uncover it, while 
others, not so socially minded, deny 
any responsibility for it. It is safe to 
conclude that there is no one world 
view held by all students in common— 
world events have forced them to 
broaden their horizons. The average 
collegian merely reflects the social, po- 
litical and religious attitudes common 
in society. If conditions and attitudes 
change in the world at large, there will 
be a corresponding change of attitude 
and point of view within college walls. 


No Pink Pills 


However, the most intelligent of our 
young people are now ready to admit 
that they have no panacea for the ills 
of the world. When students them- 
selves are asked for constructive sug- 
gestions, when they are given a chance 
to experiment as they like, the results 
are largely disheartening even to them- 
selves. One hears visiting preachers as- 
suring student congregations that the 
world is waiting for them to save it and, 
assuming as needing no argument that 
they are intellectually, spiritually and 
morally equipped to contribute more 
than the older generation has or can 
contribute—the young know this is not 
true, but they are willing to accept 
things as they are, pointing out that 
the appalling disorder and chaotic con- 
dition demands radical changes which 
they believe long overdue — that the 
socially slothful, the morally uncon- 
cerned, and the economically indiffer- 
ent are guilty of prolonging these dis- 
astrous conditions. The eagerness of 
modern youth to wrestle with funda- 
mental questions of human life is a 
fact. They are not only interested in 
a better world order, but they are 
ready to take an active part in its re- 
construction. The Church’s proposal 
for a “lasting peace” and more just 
humane world order contained in the 
Malvern Manifesto has been greeted 
and endorsed enthusiastically. It is re- 
garded by some Church students as 
the most significant and workable pro- 
gram proposed by any Christian body 
of modern times—one, if backed by 
old and young alike, will be a blessing 
to harassed mankind and usher in a 
new world order.

The Diocesan Summer Conference 
of 1941 could be ballyhooed like the 
well-known circus which promises to 
be bigger and better than ever before. 
In the past two years, under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. P. M. Casady, in- 
terest has reached previously unknown 
heights. Especially was this true of 
the young people. 

Growth such as this has not been 
without its problems, however. The 
location used last year at Zephyr Point 
on Lake Tahoe would be entirely in- 
adequate if that rate of growth were 
maintained, nor would it be large 
enough for a conference in which the 
youth and adult groups were divided. 
The problem immediately facing the 
committee then was as to whether 
these groups should have separate con- 
ferences at different times or locations, 
or whether they might be brought to 
the same locations in the family rela- 
tionship that has characterized the con- 
ference for many years. 

To answer these problems the Dio- 
cesan Department of Christian Educa- 
tion and Bishop Block decided that a 
permanent Conference Committee be- 
come a part of the Diocesan structure. 
The Dean who was to be nominated by 
the Bishop should be selected by the 
Department of Christian Education for 
a two-year term and he should then 
become the chairman of this Commit- 
tee. Other members of the Committee 
were to be the Bishop, the Director of

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Christian Education, the Chairman of 
the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion, two laymen and two clergymen to 
be elected by Council and to serve two 
years, two members of the House of 
Churchwomen to be elected by their 
Council, and two members of the House 
of Young Churchmen to be elected 
at their Council meeting. One of these 
two elected would go off the Commit- 
tee each year thus providing a rotation 
which would keep the experience of 
the groups stable and yet bring many 
more itv this service. It was impos- 
sible to bring this plan into operation 
at this convention but the fundamentals 
of the idea are being followed in the 
organization of the committee which is 
responsible for this summer’s confer- 
ence. This committee has met monthly 
since September and the following 
plans are the result of its work. 

The Conference has been divided 
into two sections: Adult and Youth. 
Assistant Deans have been elected by 
the Committee to head each of these 
groups. The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix 
is dean of the adult conference, and 
the Rev. G. P. Prince dean of the 
youth. The conferences meet together 
the week of June 22-28 at Asilomar, 
but have entirely separate programs 
and administration. 

The Presiding Bishop’s theme, “For- 
ward in Service” will be followed with 
the first step emphasized this year, 
which is Christian Discipleship. It is 


hoped that the conferences will in a 


‘real sense be related to the life of the 


individual and his'parish and will offer 
the- type- of..-educational. work which 
can be carried on throughout the com- 
ing year. 

As for the Youth Conference, three 
class hours will be offered. In the first 
hour, “Beliefs and Values that Mat- 
ter” will be taught to junior and senior 
high school young people by the Rev. 
Charles Greenleaf and to those beyond 
high school age by the Rev. Marius J. 
Lindloff. This will be an attempt to 
give the young people a fuller knowl- 
edge of the fundamental doctrines of 
the church. The second hour will pre- 
sent a variety of courses all on the sub- 
ject of “Translating Beliefs Into Ac- 
tion.” Miss Charlotte Tompkins of the 
National Department of Christian 
Education will lead a course on Teach- 
ing in the Church School. Mr. Robert 
S. MacCollister of San Francisco will 
show how publicity and motion pic- 
tures can be used in the furthering of a 
parish program and as part of his 
course will perhaps film one of the 
parables. The Rev. John C. Leffler in 
a course on Christian Citizenship will 
attempt to show how we as Christian 
individuals must face the problems en- 
countered in a secular world. Mrs. 
Arnold Nash will give a course for 
those beyond high school age on 
Preparation for Marriage, and Mr. 
Lawton Harris, the Executive Secre- 
tary of the Eastbay Church Federation 
and a favorite of last year’s confer- 
ence, will illustrate the use of Creative 
Activities for our young people as part

T he Retiring Chancellor 
of the Diocese 


In the last number of The PaciFic 
CHURCHMAN in which Bishop Block’s 
Convention Address appeared, he 
spoke most cordially of the work 
which Mr. Albert J. Dibblee had done 
as Chancellor of the Diocese. I did 
not want, however, to let Mr. Dibb- 
lee’s resignation go without paying 
my own tribute to his work. I have 
therefore asked the Editor the privi- 
lege of putting into The PaciFic 
CHURCHMAN a quotation from the let- 
ter which I wrote Mr. Dibblee when 
he told me that he wished to resign 


the office which he had held so long. 
Here is part of what I said to him: 

“The Chancellor of a Diocese has 
a position which by some might be 
thought unfortunate, but of which I 
know you do not think in that way. 
He renders necessary and highly im- 
portant service to the Church. He 
gives time without stint and without 
pay in that service, but except for the 
Bishop and perhaps vaguely some of 
the other officers of the Diocese, no- 
body knows very much about it. The 
office fulfills the Christian precept of 
service and it also, I think, gives 
wide opportunity to exercise the 
Christian virtue of humility. You 
have been a constant and devoted 
servant of the Church. You have ren- 
dered that service with high ability 
and wisdom, and while I am sure 
small compensation in understand- 
ing and praise has come to you, those 
of us who have known of your service 
have valued it most highly.” 

These are very inadequate words, 
but they express my own deep ap- 
preciation of the service which Mr. 
Dibblee has so well and wisely ren- 
dered.—E. L. P.

Religion on the Campus

Preparatory to the religious emphasis 
week, March 9-16, delegates from 
Stanford, California, and San Jose con- 
vened at the Provincial College con- 
ference Tuesday, March 4, at All 
Saints’ Episcopal Church in Palo Alto. 
The general topic of discussion was 
“Religion on the Campus.” The thirty- 
odd students aimed at attaining a clearer 
realization of their Christian respon- 
sibility. 

At the afternoon meeting the Rev. 
Mark Rifenbark, D.D., of San Jose, 
spoke on “Religious Illiteracy of Col- 
lege Students.” The claim that it ex- 
ists to a high degree was sustained by 
the group. Dr. Elton Trueblood, Stan- 
ford Chaplain, pointed out some of the 
factors connected with the problem. 
Blaming the “psetido-Christianity” of 
students on a fadlty analysis of the sit- 
uation, he poirited out that those who 
lack faith because of the effect of cer- 
tain college courses have, in all prob- 
ability, only tasted and not really 
digested the subject. 

The Rev. James R. Davidson, Epis- 
copal Chaplain at Stanford, summar- 
ized the afternoon discussion with a 
brief history of the forces in the world 
which have contributed to the loss of 
Christianity among students. After din- 


ner, served by the Stanford Club, a 
forum and open discussion was held. 

Campus caravan led by Lin Moses, 
president of the Stanford Episcopal 
Club, traveled to Mills College, Oak- 
land, Wednesday, March 5. The Stan- 
ford-Mills conference centered their 
discussion upon the point of view of 
leading a Christian life in all phases 
of college activity.

The 
comfortable blue stuffed furniture, the 
handsome red brick fireplace holding 
an antique mirror in a gilt frame, sur- 
prised those of us who remembered 
the cavernous depths of the old time 
crypt. 

The parish is rejoicing in having 
paid off at long last a $14,000 mort- 
gage. A fine choir, active organiza- 
tions and large congregations make 
Trinity a flourishing parish under Dr.

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Suggested Canon on 
Church Debt

II 


No indebtedness shall be incurred 
by a parish, mission, or congrega- 
tion without the approval of (a) 
both the Bishop and Standing 
Committee, or (b) the Bishop and 
Finance Committee except : 
(a) Indebtedness for permanent 
improvements, replacements or 
additions to real estate or equip- 
ment, where the amount of such 
indebtedness, plus indebtedness 
of every kind already existing, 
shall not exceed 150 per cent of 
the average annual receipts of 
such parish, mission, or congre- 
gation during the past three 
years ; 
(b). Indebtedness for current 
expenses where the amount of 
such indebtedness, plus all in- 
debtedness heretofore incurred 
for current expenses and still ex- 
isting, shall not exceed 20 per 
cent of the total current receipts 
of such parish, mission, or con- 
gregation during the preceding 
fiscal year; and the payment of 
all such indebtedness shall be 
provided for in the budget of the 
next ensuing fiscal year with rea- 
sonable expectation of its pay- 
ment out of the receipts of the 
next two years. 


Provided that in computing re- 
ceipts under paragraphs (a) and 
(b) hereof, amounts from or for 
endowments or from or by be- 
quests, except income therefrom 
not specially designated, and re- 
ceipts for expenditures other than 
parochial shall not be included. 


III Provided that under any circum- 
stances under which approval is 

_ required, it shall be granted only 
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when the payment of all indebted- 
ness shall be provided for in a 
plan of amortization or other 
method of payment to be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the 
same authority. 


This canon shall not apply to the 
refinancing of existing loans. 


IV 


Discussion and Explanation 


In consideration of sub-sections (a) 
and (b), illustrations will serve to 
clarify their operation. 


Let us consider a congregation whose 
average annual receipts during the past 
three years have been $10,000. It has 
a debt on its parish house of $8,000 and 
a floating debt of $1,000 for current 
expenses. Its already existing debt to- 
tals $9,000. It now feels the necessity 
of building an addition to the Church 
edifice, but the canon states that its 
borrowing limit is 150 per cent of $10,- 
000, or in other words, $15,000. If, 
then, the addition to the Church will 
not require the borrowing of more than 
$6,000, the vestry may proceed to bor- 
row that sum without consulting the 
established authority. If, however, it 
finds that it apparently must borrow 
more than $6,000, it will make its wishes 
known to that authority or will under- 
take to raise the balance locally in pref- 
erence to so doing. 


The purpose of this canon is not the 
prevention of debt creation, but rather 
its limitation to conservative propor- 
tions. It will prove of assistance to 
those vestries whose loyalty to an en- 
thusiastic rector might be strained by 
his overly ambitious aspirations. 


Sub-section (b) deals with indebted- 
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ness for current expenses exclusively. 
Let us, therefore, consider the case of 
another parish which during the pre- 
ceding fiscal year had an income of 
$5,000. It also for various reasons has 
been slowly running behind and has 
accumulated a debt of $750 for current 
expenses. Its vestry feels that it must 
borrow again, but the canon says that 
its borrowing limit for this purpose is 
20 per cent of $5,000 or $1,000. If 
their borrowing needs do not exceed 
$250, they may proceed to borrow that 
sum, but, if their needs are greater, they 
are then required to submit their situa- 
tion to the proper authority. 

In such cases the vestry may be glad 
of an opportunity to call the attention 
of the Bishop and others to the causes 
of their difficulty. The latter may tell 
them that they are spending entirely too 
much on certain items in their budget, 
and refuse approval of further borrow- 


ing until corrections are made. On the

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Christ Camp 


Many Churchmen of the California 
diocese have heard the Rt. Rev. W. 
Blair Roberts, Bishop of South Da- 
kota, tell of the work among the white 
and Indian populations of that vast 
state. Bishop Roberts has visited 
many California parishes in the in- 
terests of the missionary work. Now 
he has sent some of his laymen and one 
of his priests to this diocese. The men 
are members of the 147th Field Artil- 
lery, stationed at the East Garrison, 
Ft. Ord, and the priest, the Rev. 
Henry T. Praed, is chaplain of the 
regiment. 


The first Sunday they arrived the 
Chaplain gathered the little group of 
officers and men who were communi- 
cants and celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion. The service was held in an 
unfinished hall. There were no win- 
dows or doors. The rain was blown in 
by the wind. The altar was a mess 
table, the altar cloth was a dish towel, 
the communion silver was the set used 
by the Chaplain for sick communions. 


“Despite these difficulties the beau- 
tiful words of the service and the sin- 
cerity of the men made us forget for a 


time that we were not in a real 
church,” Chaplain Praed said. 


The following Sunday was the Sun- 
day before Christmas. Someone made

an altar and an altar cross: The Chap- 
lain arrived for his service and the 
altar was gone. Someoné thought it 
would make a good desk for his quar- 


ters. The Holy Communion that Sun- 


day was celebrated on an altar made 
by placing insulation boards over a 
large cardboard box. 


“Those days seem to be very far 
away now,’ Chaplain Praed said in 
pointing out the many improvements 
made in the camp within the past few 
weeks. In January one of the recrea- 
tion halls was rushed to completion 
and Chaplain Praed and another Chap- 
lain from the Seventh Division went 
to work to fit up an altar. The two 
Chaplains decided that something 
makeshift would not do. They must 


attempt to give the men as much of a 


church as they had at home. The other 
Chaplain was a Baptist, but entirely in 
sympathy with the idea of having the 
altar as the center of the Church wor- 
ship. 

“All I did was draw the plans, the 
other Chaplain carried thém out,” 
Chaplain Praed declared. It illustrates 
the cooperation between the various 
denominations within the Army, he 
pointed out. 


In the new recreation hall there is 
an alcove behind the stage. The altar 
was placed in this alcove. In back was 
hung monk’s cloth curtains. The altar 
was made from scraps found in the 
camp. The plywood front came from 
an old mess table. The crosses were 
made from redwood scraps. 

How to give the redwood a finish 
bothered the Chaplains. Finally, the 
Baptist Chaplain had the idea of pol- 
ishing them with brown shoe polish. It 


boxes for altars. On Sunday mornings 
the Roman Catholics have their mass 
using the altar. The Episcopal group 
has its Holy Communion, and then the 
altar is the center of the service for the 
non-sectarian service conducted by 
Chaplain Praed. 
When he arrived in California, 
Chaplain Praed found the Army and 
Navy Commission of the Diocese at 
work. Recfors of churches in Salinas, 
Carmel, Del Monte, and Pacific Grove 
were there to welcome him. Since that 
time he has taken or sent the Episcopal 
men to various churches for Sunday 
services. Many of them have already 
found church homes in nearby com- 
munities and take part in many activi- 
ties of local parishes. 

The Chaplain is preparing a class 
for Confirmation. He hopes to have 
the service at the Camp if it can be ar- 
ranged. Being a Chaplain he can play 
no favorites. He is also preparing a 
man for Lutheran confirmation. He 
has also helped some of his men be- 
come affiliated with other denomina- 
tions in nearby towns. 


The Army has not forgotten that re- 
ligion plays an important part in the 
lives of men. Chaplains are given every 
assistance in their work, Chaplain 
Praed pointed out. Commanding offi- 
cers are very anxious that men attend 
Church, that the Chaplain give them 
whatever spiritual and moral counsel 
he can. 


“T sincerely appreciate the sincere ef- 
forts made by this Diocese to help me 
in my work,” Chaplain Praed said in 
referring to the work of the Army and 
Navy Commission. “Through theCom- 
mission members and other clergy of 
this diocese I have been afforded the 
opportunity to tell‘of our work, to as- 
sure fathers and mothers, relatives and 
friends of men coming into the Army 
that clergymen are on the job to pro- 
vide religious instruction and worship 
wherever they may be.”

of the parish program. Enrollment in 
the classes during this second hour 
will be limited and each person will be 
asked to check these courses in the or- 
der of their preference from one to 
five in order that certain of them do 
not become overbalanced in numbers. 
Assignments will be made in order of 
registration. The third hour theme is 
“Personal Religious Living” and for 
this course Dean Paul Roberts of Den- 
ver has been secured to teach the post 
high school group. The junior and 
senior high leader has not yet an- 
nounced definite acceptance so infor- 
mation must be given later as to this 
leader. This course will take the Be- 
liefs and the Actions of the first two 
hours and show how they are all put 
into the highest offering to God in 
worship. 

There will only be these three 
hours this year rather than the four in 
previous years, but everyone attending 
will be expected to register for all 
three of the courses. 

Lawton Harris is to be the Recrea- 
tion Director for the conference. In- 
tramural sports will be a feature, with 
softball and volley-ball competition 
between the long-houses, and tennis, 
swimming, ‘ping-pong, and horseshoes, 
for individual prize competition. A cup 
will be awarded to the Parish young 
4a.0ed s group which, by vote of the 

outh Conference, has drawn the 
largest measure of cooperation in all 
the activities of the Conference. Af- 
ternoons will thus be spent in organ- 
ized recreation, while each evening will 
be spent in interesting programs. 
These can’t be divulged at this time 
as there is an element of surprise but 
we can promise that they will be in- 
teresting for all. 

Another innovation of the confer- 
ence will be that each day will be 
closed with a meditation led by Bishop 
Block which will be in the nature of a 
preparation for the communion on the 
following day. 


Adult Conference 


The Adult Conference plans will 
be announced in a later issue of The 
Paciric CHURCHMAN, but these prom- 
ise to be quite as eventful as those 
for the young people. Groups being 
counted on in these plans are the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, Clergy, Church 
School Teachers, Young People’s 
Advisors, and men who are not 
otherwise included in the above 
classifications. Student government 
will be used for the first time in the 
youth conference. Each long-house 
will have a council member and will 
have a discipline of its own. One of 
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the primary reasons for this change 
is that the management of Asilomar 
is granting the conference rates on 
the basis of not providing maid ser- 
vice as in previous years. As a result 
of this, each long-house will have to 
have a house committee to see that 
the work of making beds and ag 
ing the house clean is cared for. In 
case any adults are frightened by 
this prospect, we might say that this 
is only true of the $14.50 accom- 
modations. 

Many parishes have already made 
plans for providing scholarships. It 
is the feeling of the committee that this 
conference will have a permanent value 
in the life of each parish and it is 
hoped that more scholarships than 
ever before will be provided. It is 
not too early to have your plans 
made. Complete publicity will be in 
the hands of the clergy and young 
people’s organizations soon after 
Easter. So now it’s on to Asilomar !

other hand, experience has shown that 
where a similar canon is already in op- 
eration, a vestry has hesitated to appear 
before the constituted authority and 
has determined instead of so doing, to 
go out among its people and raise the 
needed funds through additional con- 
tributions. In this way the creation of 
an entirely unnecessary debt has been 
avoided through the stimulus which the 
canon has already created. 

The question may very properly be 
asked : Are these limitations of 150 per 
cent for permanent improvements and 
20 per cent for current expenses sound? 
Are they not too high or too low? The 
limitations which we propose to you 
are based upon a canon which was of- 
fered to the Diocese of West Virginia 
three years agoj and which was then 
adopted without a dissenting vote. It is 
working satisfactorily. 

Before leaving these two sub-sections 
the fact should be stressed that the com- 
mission feels that the basis for debt 
limitation should be current income 
rather than property valuations. The 
latter are frequently highly inflated and 
if they were to be used as the basis of 
limitation, there would be nothing to 
prevent a vestry’s deciding to report an 
increased valuation so as to be able to 
borrow more without appearing before 
the authoritative board.

of the parish program. Enrollment in 
the classes during this second hour 
will be limited and each person will be 
asked to check these courses in the or- 
der of their preference from one to 
five in order that certain of them do 
not become overbalanced in numbers. 
Assignments will be made in order of 
registration. The third hour theme is 
“Personal Religious Living” and for 
this course Dean Paul Roberts of Den- 
ver has been secured to teach the post 
high school group. The junior and 
senior high leader has not yet an- 
nounced definite acceptance so infor- 
mation must be given later as to this 
leader. This course will take the Be- 
liefs and the Actions of the first two 
hours and show how they are all put 
into the highest offering to God in 
worship. 

There will only be these three 
hours this year rather than the four in 
previous years, but everyone attending 
will be expected to register for all 
three of the courses. 

Lawton Harris is to be the Recrea- 
tion Director for the conference. In- 
tramural sports will be a feature, with 
softball and volley-ball competition 
between the long-houses, and tennis, 
swimming, ‘ping-pong, and horseshoes, 
for individual prize competition. A cup 
will be awarded to the Parish young 
people’s group which, by vote of the 
Youth Conference, has drawn the 
largest measure of cooperation in all 
the activities of the Conference. Af- 
ternoons will thus be spent in organ- 
ized recreation, while each evening will 
be spent in interesting programs. 
These can’t be divulged at this time 
as there is an-element of surprise but 
we can promise that they will be in- 
teresting for all. 

Another innovation of the confer- 
ence will be that each day will be 
closed with a meditation led by Bishop 
Block which will be in the nature of a 
preparation for the communion on the 
following day. 


Adult Conference 


The Adult Conference plans will 
be announced in a later issue of The 
PaciFIC CHURCHMAN, but these prom- 
ise to be quite as eventful as those 
for the young people. Groups being 
counted on in these plans are the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, Clergy, Church 
School Teachers, Young People’s 
Advisors, and men who are not 
otherwise included in the above 
classifications. Student government 
will be used for the first time in the 
youth conference. Each long-house 
will have a council member and will 
have a discipline of its own. One of 
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the primary reasons for this change 
is that the management of Asilomar 
is granting the conference rates on 
the basis of not providing maid ser- 
vice as in previous years. As a result 
of this, each long-house will have to 
have a house committee to see that 
the work of making beds and keep- 
ing the house clean is cared for. In 
case any adults are frightened by 
this prospect, we might say that this 
is only true of the $14.50 accom- 
modations. 

Many parishes have already made 
plans for providing scholarships. It 
is the feeling of the committee that this 
conference will have a permanent value 
in the life of each parish and it is 
hoped that more scholarships than 
ever before will be provided. It is 
not too early to have your plans 
made. Complete publicity will be in 
the hands of the clergy and young 
people’s organizations soon after 
Easter. So now it’s on to Asilomar!

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other hand, experience has shown that 
where a similar canon is already in op- 
eration, a vestry has hesitated to appear 
before the constituted authority and 
has determined instead of so doing, to 
go out among its people and raise the 
needed funds through additional con- 
tributions. In this way the creation of 
an entirely unnecessary debt has been 
avoided through the stimulus which the 
canon has already created. 

The question may very properly be 
asked: Are these limitations of 150 per 
cent for permanent improvements and 
20 per cent for current expenses sound ? 
Are they not too high or too low? The 
limitations which we propose to you 
are based upon a canon which was of- 
fered to the Diocese of West Virginia 
three years ago; and which was then 
adopted without a dissenting vote. It is 
working satisfactorily.

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Comin’ Round the Mountain 


Some sixty acres of mountain land 
at the crest of the Santa Cruz moun- 
tains are the number one topic of con- 
versation whenever young people 
throughout the diocese get together 
these days. This property, known as 
the Welty Ranch, three miles from 
Ben Lomond, belongs to the Diocese 
of California and in Bishop Block’s 
convention address, first mention was 
made of the possibility of developing 
this into a Diocesan Conference 
ground. This first mention became a 
more definite impression at the time of 
the House of Young Churchmen Con- 
vention in February when the Bishop 
proposed that the young people make 
this their 1941 project for develop- 
ment, so in case you are among those 
who have not been able to visit the site 
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as yet, you should become acquainted 
with it. 

The Ranch is easily accessible, being 
about sixty miles from San Francisco, 
located on the Alba road, a well-paved 
county highway running from Ben 
Lomond to the ocean. Camping ex- 
perts who have visited the site are en- 
thused at the great possibilities for de- 
velopment, because there is such a 
wide variety of terrain. There are two 
well-sized level places adequate for 
play and athletic fields. Beside one of 
these is a spot which seems ideal for 
the location of a circle of administra- 
tion buildings and perhaps cottages. 
Leading down from this is a winding 
road along which the long-houses so 
commonly built as dormitories could be 
erected. Running diagonally to this 
road is a little stream whose flow is 
constant throughout the year and also 
on whose banks a’ great variety of 
beautiful trees and shrubs at present 
grow. 


Leading another way from the ad- 
ministration circle is a small rise at the 
top of which there stands a large water 
tank in which a constant water supply 
is maintained. The Diocese is for- 
tunate in that the whole property is 
already piped with two-inch lines run- 
ning from this tank. A pressure com- 
parable to that found in cities is main- 
tained in this pipe line. At the side of 
this hill fies a natural amphitheatre, 
which will undoubtedly become a class- 
room, Another problem beside the 
usual difficulty of obtaining water is 
automatically solved by the fact that 
the Pacific Gas and Electric power line 
passes right through the property. A 
swimming pool could be built either 
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tank stands or else by damming the 
stream which runs through the prop- 
erty. So much for the physical property. 

Those who have had experience with 
camping believe that this site can be 
put to use with comparatively little ini- 
tial cost. The fact that there is usually 
no rain from May to November would 
make it possible for meals and. classes 
to be out-of-doors. The primary ini- 
tial need is for a Diocesan Committee 
to plan this work, and with authority 
to act upon it. Already many members 
of the Bishop’s Men of the Oakland 
Convocation have expressed their will- 
ingness to serve on this committee, but 
so far there has been no formal or- 
ganization in which the property has 
been adequately surveyed. Several 
young people’s groups are, however, 
planning to visit Ben Lomond in the 
near future to start the work of clear- 
ing up the land. Whatever is done 
must be accomplished with a view 
toward permanency in building. Indi- 
viduals, parishes, or combinations may 
then undertake to sponsor individual 
buildings on the property. 

In spite of the seemingly limitless 
possibilities for camp sites in Califor- 
nia it is amazing to be told that, as a 
matter of fact, there are all too few 
camps in existence to provide for the 
young people who would enjoy that 
experience and benefit from it. The 
development of the Diocesan property 
would be a real move for the future 
toward holding our youth more closely 
to their church. If you get a chance, 
visit this Diocesan property and then 
get something going in your parish 
toward the realization of this dream. 


Reinhold Niebubr Gives 
Earl Lectures 


Before an enthusiastic audienee, Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr of Union Theolog- 
ical Seminary gave the annual Earl 
Lectures of the Pacific School of Re- 
ligion on March 11-13. In his treat- 
ment of “The Human Situation,” he 
reminded his hearers that “There is 
no limit at which the human lust for 
power rests content. Without adequate 
social checks tyranny is an inevitable 
corruption of human history. There is 
no limit to human greed and pride... 
Man is a limitless creature who must 
find his true end.” 

‘“Man’s true end is God. But if he 
finds the true God, he finds Him first 
of all as a Judge who stands in contra- 
diction to man’s own desire to be God 
.. . The primary problem for sinful 
man is therefore whether there is a 
resource of mercy and forgiveness by 
which man’s enmity to God can be 
overcome. 

“The Christian faith beholds in 
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Christ the answer to the human situ- 
*. The divine mercy is revealed 
through a ‘suffering’ Messiah. It is re- 
vealed there that God cannot over- 
come evil without taking evil upon and 
into himself.” 


Two modern doctrines of man find 
their roots in medieval Catholicism. 
“The Renaissance believed in the good- 
ness of man. It thought Catholicism 
too pessimistic about human nature. 
The Reformation emphasized the doc- 
trine of original sin. It believed that 
Catholicism was too optimistic about 
man ... Our whole modern culture 
has had a certain uneasiness within it 
because of the contradictory character 
of the Renaissance and Reformation 
answers to the problem of life. The 
Reformation has tended to obscurant- 
ism in culture and to defeatism in poli- 
tics. The Renaissance has tended to a 
too simple optimism in both the realm 
of culture and the realm of civiliza- 
tion in both the problem of truth and 
the problem of justice.” 


Dr. Niebuhr was honored in 1939 by 
an invitation to deliver the Gifford 
Lectures at the University of Edin- 
burgh.

Edited by 
Randolph Crump Miller. 


In CHRISTIAN ETHics IN History 
AND Mopern Lire (Round Table, 
$2.50), Alban Widgery defends the 
thesis that “a modern conception of 
Christian ethics . . . can claim to be 
not merely the equal of, but superior 
to, any other form of ethics with 
which it can be compared.” Christian 
ethics is a growing system of ideals 
and behaviors, grounded in history and 
tested by experience. There are chap- 
ters on its history, on the ethical im- 
plications of Christian doctrine, and 
on modern problems. 


The news of the month is the publi- 
cation of Volume I of Reinhold Nie- 
buhr’s Gifford Lectures, Toe NATURE 
AND DesTINy oF (Scribners, 
$2.75). He brings his own theological 
outlook to bear on one of Christian- 
ity’s most vital problems, and in a 
scholarly, stimulating, and paradox- 
ical manner gives us insights into the 
strangest of all beings: man who is a 
sinner and knows that he is a sinner, 
which is proof that he is not com- 
pletely a sinner. 


David Daiches has written an inter- 
esting story of THe K1nc JAMEs VER- 
SION OF THE ENGLISH BIBLE (Univ. 
Chicago Press, $2.50). He quotes Sel- 
den: “The Translacion in King James 
time tooke an excellent way; That 
parte of the Bible was given to him 
who was most excellent in such a 
Tounge and then they meet together ; 
and one read The translacion The 
Rest holding in their hands some Bible 
either of The learned Tongues or 
ffrench, Spanish Italian &c.—if they 
found any fault They speake if not he 
read on.” 


In CHRISTIANITY Is Lire (More- 
house-Gorham, $1.), Bishop F. W. 
Creighton of Michigan presents five 
vital and helpful chapters on Human 
Relations, Family and Friends, Keep- 
ing Fit, Attitudes, and Church Going 
and Religion. The illustrations are to 
the point and he talks a language that 
the present generation understands. 


A closely reasoned and highly val- 
uable book has come from the pen of 
Harvard’s Professor Hocking, Livinc 
RELIGIONS AND A WorLp FAITH 
(Macmillan, $2.50). It is his thesis 
that the only religion worthy of being 
a world religion must be universal in 
its appeal and capable of adjustment 
to particular cultures. Only a purified 
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Christianity is capable of this, for in 
its Christ-symbol it contains the fun- 
damental and necessary truth which is 
at the heart of all religious living. 


More New Testament scholarship 
keeps coming from Germany. Martin 
Dibelius wrestles with the problem of 
the relevance of THE SERMON ON THE 
Mount (Scribner’s, $1.50) to present- 
day ethics. He believes that the radi- 
calism of Jesus’ teachings had been 
somewhat toned down by the earliest 
Christian communities, even before 
Mark came in possession of his mate- 
rial. His conclusion is that as a social 
ideal it is impracticable, but as of sig- 
nificance to the individual it is life- 
changing. 


Do you know that a group of Epis- 
copalians instituted “Labor Sunday” 
in 1890? Do you know that the social 
gospel is a peculiarly American phe- 
nomenon? The whole story is told by 
Charles Howard Hopkins, of Stockton 
Junior College, in THE OF THE 
SoctaL GOSPEL IN AMERICAN PRo- 
TESTANTISM, 1865-1915 (Yale Univ. 
Press, $3.00). Both the major and 
minor prophets of the movement 
speak through these pages. We hear 
of Rauschenbusch and Gladden, and 
also of Episcopalians such as Bishop 
Potter, Leighton Williams and Dwight 
Porter Bliss of the “Church of the 
Carpenter.” The book is thoroughly 
documented and encyclopedic in scope. 


In MiLitant IN EartH (Oxford 
Univ. Press, $3.00), Dr. Edward R. 
Hardy, Jr., of General Seminary, has 
written the story of the spread of 
Christianity. It is a vital, interesting, 
and impartial approach, and his ability 
to condense matérial without sacrific- 
ing detail is litle short of miraculous. 


New Materials 


A new and stimulating packet called Par- 
ISH EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM PACKET has just 
been published by the National Department 
of Christian Education, and costs fifty cents. 
There is a pamphlet on “Christian Educa- 
tion”, two on planning the work, a unit for 
the Kindergarten called “Getting Acquainted 
with the Church”, and a large chart with 
general objectives for the whole parish pro- 
gram and specific guide lines for the various 
age groups.

followed two years after the first. It 
revealed that debt reduction progresses 
at the rate of 1 per cent per annum. 
This suggests that our debts have been 
created with the idea of being carried 
rather than of being paid in a fixed 
time. As long as new debts are per- 
mitted to be created under such a pol- 
icy, in addition to those already exist- 
ing, we can only expect our missionary 
efforts to suffer. ?
